Ight Honorable,amongſt the 
many diſcouragements that 
hauc attended this glorious 
buſineſle of the Virginian 
plantation : none hath been. 
{o frequent, and fo forcible, 
as the calumnies and ſlan- 
ders, raiſed vpon our Colo- 1: 
nies, and the Countrey it ſelfe. Theſe being deui- $ 
ſed by the Diutll, and ſet abroach by idle and baſe 
companions,are blowen abroad by Papiſts,Players 
and ſuch. like, till they haue filled the vulgar eares : 
And hauing once entred,then they run (like wilde 
fire) from man to man: for as wilde fire, hardly 
findes ahouſe which is not matter combuſtible, {o 
theſe idle tales hardly meete a man who giues not 
(paſſage at the leaſt, if not) credit to them : where- 
upon the Diuell and ys 2— (of all ſorts ou 
| 2 an

dacter, aliquid 
beret. 
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and praiſe this rule, as a ſure Maxime, ſpeake any 
thing,ſome will belecue 1t; be itneuer ſo falſe, ſome 
will entertaine it, Truth and Innocencie ſhall never 
ſo wipe it off, but ſomething will ſtickbchind. Our 
onely comfort is (nexttotheaſſurance of Gods ac« 
ceptation of the worke) that men of honourable 
minds, and ingenuous diſpoſitions, and all that are 

odly- wile, will check and controule theſe idle and 
| ip omg ſurmiſcs, as they meet with them : and 
for their berter aſſilttance,encouragement and dire- 
Qion in ſo doing, our Counſell and Governours 
hold it needful!ro make knowne tothe world, ſuch 
relations and informations as wee receiue from 
thence, from men of iudgement and expcrience, 
and of approued fairhfulneſle and integritie. And 
therc fore though this enſuing Treatiſe (written by 
Maſter hitaker, one of our Miniſtcrs in Yeirginia) 
was ſpoken there, and ſent hitherrather for the pri- 
vate vſe and encouragenient of ſuch, whoſe purſes 
heere, or perſons there were ing 1ged in theaRion, 
then with any intent to make it punlike : yet for the 
reaſons aforeſaid, it was hel, fit after mature confi- 
deration todiuulge it, thar fo the naked and plaine 
truth may giuc a iuſt affrontro the cunningand co- 
loured falſhoods dcuiled by the cncinies of this 
Plantation. 

And becauſe the man was once well knowne 
to me (as heis ſtill, and cuer ſhall be beloued of me) 
I was defired by them, that may command mee to 
peruſe the Orignnall it felfe,, and for that I had (as 
they probably thought) ſome, knowledge of his 
hand, to conſider whellle truly or ſuſpiciouſly it 

borc 
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bore his name. And if I found cauſe of the leaſt 
ſuſpicion, ro reiect it : bur if, by true and infallible 
tokens,to be his hand, then to giue ſome teſtimony 
tothe world ofa truth ſocuident? 

Two pointstherefore I perceiuenecedfullto bee Thebrft poine 
made knowne, which 1 defire all men to take notice who Maſter 
of, from mee, who haue peculiar reaſon to know $64 17g 
them both, ſo well, as tew orno other can : firſt, Treauſe, 
who the Authoris; and then, whetherthis come 
ynJoubtedly from him orno. 

The Author is Maſter Alexander Whitaker, Prea- 
cher tothe Colonie at Henrico, vnder the goucrn. 

' ment of the valorous and worthy Knight Sir The. * 

mas Dale, with whom alſohe went : hee was ſonne 

to that reuerend renowned, Door Whitaker:a Ma- 

ſtcr of Aits of fiue or fixe yeares ſtanding in Cam- 

bridge :- was ſcated in the North. countrey, where 

he was well approucd by the greateſt, and beloved 
of his people,and had competent allowance to his - i 
good liking,and was in 2s good poſſibility of better 
living, as any of his time : he had alſo ſome meanes 

of his owneleft him by his parents : all which not- 
withſtanding, he mee-ely of himſelfe, for ought I 

know, entertained a purpoſe of going to Yergina, 

to aſſiſt rhar Chriſtian plantation in the funion of 

a Preacher of the Goſpell. And hauing after many 
diſtractions and combarcs with himſelte (as he rold We 
me) ſctled his reſolution, that God called him thi- ,, 
ther, and thcrefore he woul.] goe : He — 

madc it good, notwithſtanding the caineſt dilwaſt- 

ons of many his neareſt triends, and the great dif- 


cvuragements which he daily heard of, touching 
"a: _:; 
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the buſincſle and Countrey it ſelfe : and arriued 
there with Sir Thomas Dale, by a very ſpeedy and 
ſafe paſſage ( ſcarce of eight weekes long) in May 
1611.from whence he hath ſince then written ma- 
ny comfortable letters, both tothe Counſell and 
Committies, and his priuate friends: and of late 
(after he had beenethere a yeare and more) hath 
ſent vs this little Treatiſe, whichas I know aſſuredly 
tocome from him, and to bea great part of itwrit- 
Cowie wa . ten, and all of it ſubſcribed with his owne hand.So 
26urcdly I dare ſay, if he had thought wee would haue pub- 


t13,and wiit- 1ithed it, he would otherwiſe haue adorned it : for 


ten with his 


-wac hang, I know (and ſo docothers thatknow him) hee is 
ableto haue written it in Latine or in Greeke, and 


ſo to haue decked it both for phraſe and ſtile,and 0- 


ther ornaments of learning and language, as might 
ſhew him no ynworthy ſonne of ſo worthy afather: 
And I dareſay, ifheliue, (be itin England or Yer- 
ginia) he willin due time manifeſt to the world by 
erucand good cuidence, that God hath made him 
heire, as of diuers ofthe holy vertues, ſo of a good 
part ofthe learning of his renowned father. And 
the more liberall am I in giuing him his due, the 
further he is off from mee, and by that meanes can 

be the leſſe ſenſible of ir. 
Nor ſpeakeT this ſo much for his ſake (thoughlT 
— loue him aboue many, and know it aboue any 0- 
ther) whoſe owne deeds will ſufficiently approue 
him. As forthetruth which is ſo much ſuppreſſed, 
-and that Chriſtian plantation ſo much diſparaged 
» 4nthis bale world: for arethey not ſo impudent as 
. tofay; who go thither but baſe and banke-rupt per- 


ſons, 
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ſons, and who haue no meanes of their owne* or 
elſe ſuchas are perſwaded and wrought vpon to 
go! And when they come there, are they nottar- 
ucd,and dothey notdie like dogges* But how falſe 
this is in reſpet ofthe Countrey, the narration in- 
terlaced in this diſcourſe from him thatliues there, 
will declare : and how ſlanderous the other is to 
the perſons, I ſhall in ſome ſort make itappeare. 

I therefore hereby let all men know (and malice 
it ſelfe ſhall neuer diſprouc it)thata Scholler,a Gra- _ 
duare, a Preacher, well borne,and friended in Eng. 
land,not in debt nor diſgrace, but competently pro. 
_ uided for, and liked, and beloued where heliued, 

not in want, but (for a ſcholler, and as theſe dayes 
be) rich in poſſeſſion, and more in poſſbilitie, of 
himſclfe without any perſwaſion (but Gods, and 
his owne heart ) did voluntarily leaue his warme 
neſt, and tothe wonder of his kindred, and amaze- 
ment of them that knew him, vndertooke this hard, 
but in my iudgement, heroicall reſolution to go to 
. Virginia, and helpe tobeare the name of God mo the 
Gentiles, Men may muſeatit; ſome may laugh,and 
others wonder at it. But will you know the reaſon? 
God will be glorified in hisowne workes,and what 
he hath determined to do, hee will find meanes to 
bring to paſſe, forthe perfeRing therefore of this 
bleſſed worke ; he hath ſtirred ypable and worthie 
mento vndertake the manning and managing of it: 
Magiſtracie and Miniſtery arethe ſtrength and 1- 
newes ; nay the very life and being of a Chriſan 
body. politique. Therefore ſeeing withouttheſeall 


emptying of purſes heere, and ventering of perſons 
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thither, is to no purpole. God in his wiſdome pro- 
uided, and in his mercie prouoked, godly and able 
men to furniſh both thele funRions : and ſuch as 
might at home hauc liued in places of honour and 
"command, or in faſhion competent and conueni- 
_ entto their conditions. 

Andthis, Right Honarable, is one ofthe foure 
Arguments, andas it were plaine demonſtrations, 
that haue conuinced meeto belecue that aſſured 
God himſeltec is the founder, and fauourer of this 
Plantation. And I will craue leaue of your Lord- 
ſhip to put them downe, becauſe I am of minde, 
that the want either of knowledge, or confiderati- 
on hereof, hath beene, andis the cauſe of the error 
and miſprifion ofthe world, touching this buſines; 
and doe thinkethat if men did ruminatc, and adui- 
ſedly conſider of theſe particulars, they would re- 
proouc themſelues for their former thoughts, and 
ſay plainly, Digzt«s Dezeft bic. 

x The marucllous and indeed miraculous deli- 
uerance of our worthy Goucrnours, Sir|[homas 
Gates, Liefetenant generall,/and Sir George Somers, 
Admirall, withall their company,ot ſome hundred 
and fiftie perſons, vpon the feared and abhorred 
Ilands of rhe Barmadaes, without loſſe'of one per- 
ſon,when the ſamehourenothing was before their 
eyes,but imminent and inevitable death ; as ncuer 
ſhipcame there that periſhed not, ſo neucr was it 
heard of,that any ſhip wrackt there, but with the 
death of all or moſt of the people, ſaue onely this of 
ours. Oh how the world ſhould have rung of it 
ercthis, ita farre Jeſſe deligerance had happened to 

any 
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any of the Ieſuiticall plantations: and ſurely the 
Counſell of Yirginis doe wrong themſelucs and 
the buſineſſe : nay they muſt giue me leaueto tell 
 themthey obſcure the gloric of God, if they take 
notorder, thata full compleate and plaine narrati- 
on of that whole ation, both'danger and deliue- 
rance be publiſhed to the world. 42 
2  Thefull diſcouerice (by meanes of theirfor- 
mer dcliucrance) of thoſe Barmuds Ilands, which 
hitherto haue been heldiin the world, as inacce(- 
ſible,ſo not habitable, but ſo fearcfull, hideous and 
hatefull, as it ſeemed a place abandoned of God + 
and Man, and giuen vp to the diuels power and 
poſſeſſion, and to bee of all knowne places inthe 
world, a very hell vpon earth, rather then a place 
for mento dwell in. But thoſe honorable Gentle- 
men, bcing by the heauenly Pylot preſerued vpon 
them,where all men elſe periſhed, liuing there al- 
moſta yeare (till they had made themſclues rwo 
little ſhips of Cedar) foundit ſo goodly,ſoritch,ſo 
vlentifullſo healthic,and ſo temperatea Countreyy 
asin ſo long atime, ſcarce three died of 150. Inſo 
much as hardly could they get their men away, 
when they departed : theſe Ilands being then dif- 
couered, and fince poſſeſſed and planted by vs, are 
found a habitation of ſuch ſafetic and ſecuritie (ha- 
uingno enemic within nor any to be feared with- 
out, becauſethe entranceis ſo difficult: Jandof ſuch 
plentie of all things for life ; and of fo good temper 
for health ; and fraught with ſo many rich commo- 
dities for ſatisfaRion of the Aduenturers, as forthe 


preſent they bee cuecn as anew life and a ſeminarie 
o to 
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to Yirginia: and forthe futuretimes, it is likely will: 
proouc a.matter of greater conſequenceghen avoſt* 
men thinke of, and of more worth, then anyllands: 
or continent diſcouered in our age, |! 
3 Theſpeciall and moſt fathczlyproujdence of 
 God'over this action;n vpholding ic when man 
had forſaken ir, and giuingit lifeagaine when man 
| had leftit for dead : for had not Sir Thomas Gates 
and Sir George Somers come into Yrrgina. fromthe 
Barmudacs euen when they did, the poore Colonic 
(which during that ycare of thcir ablenceby endu- 
ring tae ntiſeric of miſgouernement; had fallen into ' 
all extremitic of diſtrcflc)had been gone awayyand 
our Plantation, poſſcſſed by the Sauages 2: ana 
(which was nauch more miraculous) when they 
being come ingand inall abotit 240. perſons, and in 
{uch extreamemilerie and famine, asthe Honora- 
ble Commander was euen forced to yeeld to that 
which others moued(but himſeclte bad rather have 
dicdth;ndone) yamely to put rhemſdhues to the 
yeatocome for England, and quit the Countrey : 
and winthis (tullſore again{t his hears) was put. 
17 execution, and every man abovurd,:their Ordc- 
nance and Armour buried; and/not:an Engliſh 
ſou'e lett 1n James Towne, \and greing- by their 
peaicof ſhot, their Jaſt and wofult farewell to that 
plcaſent land, werenaw with ſorror: full heans go. 
10g downe the River : BeholY the handof heauen 
rom aboue, at the yery inſtant, ſentinthe Right 
Hunorable La war to mcectthem cucn at the rivers 
mouth, with proaiton and comforts of all kind : 
whoit hee had ſtated but two Tydes longer had 

come 
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come into Yirgizia, and not foundone Engliſh 
man : whereuponthey all with as much goy retur- 
ned, as with ſorrow they had come away, and ma- 
king as it werea new entrie and poſſeſſion, togke vp 
their Ordnance and 'their Armour, and the next 
day receiucd their Honorable Lord Generall, with 
all ioy and applauſe, and from that day by Gods 
bleſſing they neuer wanting goucrnment, they ne- 
ner wanted bread, for him that would take paines 
and do hisdatic. It cuerthe hand of God appeared 
inaction of man, it was heere moſt euident: far 
when man had forſaken this buſineſſe, God tooke 
itinhand; and when men ſaid, now hath all the 
carth caſt off the care of this Plantation,the hand of 
heauen hath-taken hold of it.: God therefore bee 
glorified in bis owne worke. Ws 
But it will be hecre ſaid by ſuch as are ſtrangers 
or enemies to this buſineſle : if this Countrey be lo 
richand plentifull, and your Commanders ſo wiſe 
and prouident,as you pretend;how could it bethat 
they being there, and not hindered by warre nor 
inuaſions, ſhould fall into ſuch extremities of want, 
as to be faine to quit the Countrey, and comefor 
England, or elſe there to ſtarue for. want of food. 
Indeed (Right Honorable) this Obiection is of 
ſuch moment,as though I am vawilling to be large, 
yet muſt I needs ſpend ſome lines in giuing an- 
{were , which (hallbeſuch, I hope, as ſhall giue ſa- 
tisfaction to the indifferent, and ſtop the mouthes 
of the malignant. rd 
Let therefore the Chriſtian and courteous Rea- 


der be plealed to know, that whentbe two forena-

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med Commanders, inthe great ſhippe (called the 
Sea-Venture) were loſt,and yctſaued ypon the Bay- 
madaes, their Fleet conſiſting of fixe or ſeuen ſhips 
more,and fraught with almoſt foure hundred men 
landed (after a long andtertible tempeſt)in Y&gi- 
nia,where ſo many men wanting their Gouernors, 
and being too many to be commanded by the Co- 
lony they found there before them, fell firſt into fa- 
ions, and at laſt into plaine diſtrations : and ſo 
 oneyeare of miſgoucrnment overthrew that body, 
which tillthen had proſpered, and by good gouern- 
ment was brought to ſo ip90r a ſtare, asattheir lan- 
ding they had corne ſufficient in ſtore, a harueſt in 
the ground, good ſtore of liuing cattell,and had the 
\ Sauages in good correſpondencie : but this one, 

yea our want of gouernment )the moi d:ſaſterous 
accident that cuer befell that buſineſſe) brought all 
to nothing, for ithinder*d the building of houſes, 
and planting of corne, nay it burnt vpthe houſes, 
and conſumed the prouifionslo that of good ſtore 
of poultrie, it left not one aliuc,and of ſ1x hundred 
liuing Swine,not three: and which was v'orſe,con- 
ſumed our men, and which was worſt of all, itloſt 
vs the Sauages, which ſince hath coſt many a matt - 
' his blood, and tothis day is notrecouered. 

All this while were the Commanders, and their 
company in the Barmudaes, where no man .drea- 
med of them, but all the world held them dear! 
men;and being there where none could heare from 
them,nor they from any others:afteralmoſt a years 
abſence,they got out of the rackes,in the two ſhips 
_ themſclues there made,and goiog for Yirgimia,they 

| landed 
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landed therein the beginning of May ; where ex- 
pecing to finda full and well planted Colony, of 
{ix or ſeuen hundred men, well ſtored with corne 
and cattell: (tn aſſurance whereof,they had carried 
no live Hogges with them fromthe Barmedacs,nor 
other prouiſtons,more then for a monthes voyage, 
which they might haue done inas greatabundance 
| asthey could haue carried) they contrariwiſe found 
a poore Colony, ofnot an hundred men, who had 
enduredall miſcries, and more then cuer we heard 
of; all theliue-cattell, corne, and other proviſions 
ſpent, and the Sauages their deadly enemies. Ar 
which meeting, though there was ioy to ſee them, 
who had beene held ſolong in the bottome of the 
ſea, yet their {weete congratulation was ſharpely 
ſauced, whci1 it was knowne they had no proviſion 
of their owne, the Sauages ſought their lives, the 
earth could yeeld none,wherenone had been plan- 
ted.and ifit had,yetin May the old being ſpent,the 
new is not readie. All which conſtdercd, it ſoone 


appeared there was no humane help lcft on earth, _ 


but with 2ll ſpecd to haſten for England for new 
prouiſions : which motion, though fo harſh tothe 
- Mdnourable Commander, as hee had rather there 
hue ſtarued,yet bee by voices, he would- 
not ouer-rule : and ſo hauing buried their Armour | 


and Ordnance, they went away as wee heard be- 
MC. | 
Allthis to be true, I know well, and ifany man 
_ a«kehow I knowir, for their ſatisfation I anſwere; 

I haucit fromthe faithful relation of thatreligious, 


valoutous and prudent Gentleman, Sir Thomas 
\ Bg Gates, 
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Gates, then and yet our Liefcrenant genetall, who 
being himlelte in his owne perſon a docr of much, 
2 ſufterer of more, and an eye-witnes of the whole, 
hath ſince related this and much more vnto mee, 
face to face : and all that know ham, know him for 
ſucha man, as well delernes to be belecucd. 

All which then being true(asis alſo well knowne 
to many my bctters) then let any realonable man 
fadge (efccially if hee bee experienced in fuchat- 
faires) it there were not a neceſſary caule of their 
comming away, and yet neither fault in the Go- 
ucrnour, nor want inthe Countrey, - 

» My fourth and laſt Arguments, theſtirzing vp 
of ſo many Honorable and worthy perſons of all 
conditions, to disburſcſo freely and fo willingly; 
ſuch faire ſummcs of money, and ſome ofthcm e- 
uen 4g00d patt oftheir eſtzte, and that without a- 
ny certaine or apparant hope of ſpcedt: profrt, This 
todo willingly and voluntarily, and without aſſu- 
ranceof gaine, cannot be, but the working of God 
. toſome higher cnd then ordinary, Andit itbe ſaid, 
there be ſomethat wiſh their money in their purſes; 
it may be ſo, but for one ſo haſe-thoughted man, 1 
dareſay we haue many,that wiſh a greatdeale more 
out of their purſes, conditionally this happy buſi- 
neſſe may take good effect. Andrthis, though it be

 menand Captains, who voluntarily left their caſte, 


pleaſant, and wealthy liuesin England, and betook 
themſclues to this voyage; I will leaue it to ſome 
who are better able to doc it, according to their de- 
ſext and worth: I will containe my ſ(elte within my 
element,and ſpeake of them of my owne function: 
and amoneſt them, of thoſe two eſpecially, Maſter 
Glourr, and Maſtcr Whitaker, becauſe they went by 
my knowledge, but not by my procurement; for 1 
teſtifie it for truth,they moued me thatthey might 
go, notI them, thatthey would go.

ſo being well liked of the Counſell, and conditions 
being tendered him to his content, he went away 
with Sir Thomas Gates in Tune, 1611. but being in 
yearcs, and of a weake conſtitution, endured not 
the ſeaand fickeneſle of the Countrey, ſo well as

yongerand ſtronger bodicsz and fo after zealous 
and faithfull performance of his Miniſterial durie,

and diſſlwaſions ; remooued himſelfc from a good

ly preacheth, and Catechizeth : and thereby, and Couacry. 


by other Miniſtcriall duties, publike and priuate 
(and otherwiſe alſo, for he is otherwaies qualitied) 
he performes daily and diligent Service,acceptable 
to God, & comfortable to our people; ouer whom. 
hee is Paſtor : and from whence, as atoken of his

T he fentence is Rhetoricall, full of figures, and 
needs ſome explaining. Bread in Scripture is vſual- 
ly taken forall kind of mcat and drinke, as may ap- 
pearc, Ges. 18.5. and in diuers otherplaces: but here 
(I take it) itis more generally pur forall kind of 
Almes, of what nature ſocuer : not onely for meate 
and drinke, money, apparell, or the like, bur alfo 
for any kind of thing, whereby we may xelecue the 
neceſſitie of our neighbour. Wazers alſo are heere 
ctaphorically put for all thoſe men, whoſtand in 
need of the almes of our liberalitie, whether they 
be ſuch as cannot, but gladly would requite vs, or 
elſe ſuch as being able, forget to be thankefull. 
Sothat the plaine meaning of the words is this. 
Giucliberally rhine almes to all ſorts of men, that 
may ſtand in need of thy helpe: hide not thine cies 
atthe miſerable ſtate of the afflited, neither ſtop 
thine carcs atthe crie ot the poore, thou; h they be 
not able to recompence thy wcl-doing : reproach

And theſe whom pouerty,ageor ſubjeRion(vn- 
to the hard gouernment of others) hath made vn- 
fit for theſe two: let them exerciſe their Lyiberaliry, 
in praying for the reliefe of thoſe that wanr,which 
is the propercalling of Almes-men, and Hoſpital chil.

necd ourhelpe. Therule of Chriſt is anſwerable :

Doe good to them that hate you, 
and pry for them whichhurd you, and perſecntt you. And 
ſo Paul cxpoundeth this rule of Chriſt : 1/1bmve ene- 
mic hunzer, feed him, if hee thirſt, gine him drinke, If 
then we muſt feed and cloathour enemies and per. 
fecutors, how much morc our friehds and helpers; 


itremaincth then that we muſt do good toall. 
From hence we may take iuſt occaſion to blame 


_ thevncharitable diſpoſition of hard hearted rich 


men,and wealthy Pariſhes,which ſuffer multitudes 
of poore merſand wonzen to periſh in their quar-- 
ters fot wantof rhelr reliefe. The commandement. 
of God is,that there ſhould be nobeggers in Iſracl. 

But looke into the ſtreets of our Cities, and paſſe 
from them-into all the quarters of England, and 
you ſhall find neirher Covrt nor Countrey, Citie, 
or Village, withoue the importunate crauings of 
thoſe that crie Gize, Gize. From hence itis that ſo 
many baſe theenes,and pettic robbers, lurke in eue- 
ry corner, vntill the common trees of execution 


| hang them vp. From hence it is that ſo many poore 


mens children,wanting the charitie of others,to ſee 
ehem brought vp in learning and ſome honeſt vc- 
cation, were better if they had nener been borne,

Yea, I will not feare to af- 
firmevnto you, that thoſe-men whom God hath 
madeableany way-to be heIpefull co this Plantati- 
on, and made knowne vnto them the neceſſities of 
our wants, are bound in conſcience by vertue of 
this precept, to lay their helping handsto it, cither / 


as God hath madethem fir for it. For it is euident 


that our wiſe God hath beſtowed no gift vpon any 
man,for their private vſc, but for the good of other 


men, whom God ſhall offerto their Liberalitse, | - 
Wherefore, ſince God hath opened the doore of | _ 
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_ Virginia, to our countrey of England, wee are to BY 


thinke that God hath, as it were,by word of mouth 
called vs in,to beſtow our ſeuecrall Charity on them. 
And that this may the betterappearc, we haue ma- 
ny reaſons to encourage vs to bee Liberal/ minded - 
and open-handed toward- them.

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For the Marriners that were ſent hither firſt to diſ- 
couer this Bay of Cheſapeac, found it onely by the 
meere directions of Gods providence ; for I heard 
one of them confeſle, that even then, when they 
were entred within the mouth of the Bay,they dee- 
med the place they ſought tortohaue beene many 
degrecs further. The finding wasnot foſtrange,bur 
the continuance and vpholding of ithath bin moſt 
wonderfull. I may fitly compare it to the growth 
of an Infant, which hath been afflicted from his 
birth with-ſome gricuous ſicknes, that many times 
no hope of life hath remained,and yet it liueth ſtil}. 
Againc,ifthere were nothing elſe to encourage vs, 
yet this onething may ſtirre vs yp to gaon chearc- 
fully withit: that the Diucll is a capits!l enemy a- 
o2inſt it,and continually ſecketh which way to hin- 
der the proſperitte and good proccedings of it. Yea, 
hath heretofore (o farre prevaticd, by his Inſhu- 
ments, the couctous hearts of many back-ſliding 
Aduenturers at home,and alto by his ſcruants here: 
ſome ſtrimng for fupertoritie, others by murmu- 
rings,mutinies.,& plaine treaſons , & others by for- 
nication,prophanencs,idlenes,and fuch monſ{trons 
finnesz that he had almoſt thruſt vs owt of this king- 
dome, and had indced quitted this Land of vs, i 
' God hadnotthen (as one awaked out of fleepe) 
Rood vpand ſent vs meanes of great helpe, when_ 
we needed moſt, and expeded leaſt relicfe.The (as, 
uing of thoſe two honorable Knights, Sir Thewas 
Gatesand Sir George Somrers, with Captaine Newpart 
and thereſt ofthe Aduenturers in the Sea Venture, 
as allo their happy deliuerance out of thoſe _—_ 
| ec 
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ted and vnfrequented(becaule feared) Hands of the 
Barrendzes,could proceed from none other, but the 
{ingular providence of God. If this worthic Go- 
uernour, Sir T homas Gates had bin hindred but one 
wecke longer, it might be feared that the famine, 
which had by thattime deuoured the moſt of our 
countrimen heere, would haue conſumedthe reſt. 
And when hee conſidering that his weake meancs 
was notable to reſtore, or ſuſtaine the hunthen of 
ſuch wotull diſtreſſes, had ſhipped the fow remai: 
ning for England, and had forſaken with'Hannibals 
ſiehesahe firſt builded /amres- Towne: vpon the ſud- 
den newes met him,of the comming in of that Ho- 
norable Lord La war, with a freſh ſupplie. Where- 
npon he preſently returned to the 1 owne he had 
{o lately forſaken. Since, when this Engliſh Colony 
hath taken better root ; and as a ſpreading herbe, 
whoſc top hath bin often cropped off, renewes her 
owth, and ſpreads her {cife more gloriouſly;then 
defore. So this Plantation, which the diuelt hath fo. 
often troden downe,is by the miraculous blefling 
of God reuiued, anddaily groweth to more happy 
and more hopefull ſucceſle. I have ſhut vp many 
things'in few words,and haue alleadged this onely 
to proue vnto vs,that the finger of God hath been 
the onely true worker heere; that God firſt ſhewed 
vsthe place,God firſt called vs hither,and here God 
by his ſpeciall prouidence hath: maintained vs. 
Wherefore,by him let vs be encouraged to lay our 
helping hands to this good work, (yeaGods work) 
with all the ſtrength ofourabiline. 


Secondly, let the miſcrable condition of theic 
| G 2 | naked 
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naked ſlaucs of the diuell moue you to compaſſion 
toward them, They acknowledge that there is a 
great good God,but know him not, hauingtheeyecs 
of their vnderſtanding 3s yet blinded : wherefore 
they ſcrue the diucll for feare, after a moſt baſe 
manner, ſacrificing fomerimes (as I haue heere 
heard)their owne Children to him. I haueſentone 
Image of thcir god to the Counſell in England, 
which is painted vpon one fide of a toad-ſtoole, 
much like vntoa.deformed monſter, Their Prieſts 
(whom the call 9uzokeſouzhs) are no other but 
{ſuch as our Engliſh Witches are. They liue na- 
kedin bodic, as if their ſhame of their ſinhe de- 
ſerued no-coucring : Their names are as naked as 
their bodie : they cſteemeita vertue to lic,deceiue 
and ſtcaleas their maſter the diuellteacheth them. 
Mach more might be ſaid of their miſerable con. 
dition , but I refer the particular narration of theſe 
things to ſome other ſ{caſon. If this bee their life, 
what thinke you ſhall become of them after deathe 
but to be partakers with the diuell and his angels in 
hell for cuermore, Wherefore my brethren, puton 
the bowels of compaſſion, and let thelamentable 
eſtatcof theſe miſerable people enter in your confi- 
deration: One God created vs, they hauercaſona- 
ble ſoules and intelleuall faculties as well as wee 
weall hage Adem for our common parent ; yea, 
by nature the condition of vs both is all one,the 
ſcruants of ſinne and flaues of the diucll. Ohre- 
member (I beſcech you) what was the ſtate of 
' England before the Goſpell was preached in our 
Countrey : How much bettcr were wethen, and

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concerning our ſoules health,then theſenoware 2 
Letthe word of the Lord ſound out that it may be 
heardin theſe parts, and let your faith which is to- 


ward God ſpread it (elfc abroad,and ſhevy forth the 
charitable truits of it in theſe barren parts of the 
world : cAndletbim know that he which hath conner-

Butif any of vs ſhould miſdoubt that this bar- 
barous people is vncapable of ſuch heauenly my- 
ſterics, let ſuch men knoiw that they are farre miſta- . 
ken inthe nature of theſe men, for beſides the pro- 
miſe of God, which is without reſpe& of perſons, 
- made as well to vynwiſe men after thefleſh, as to the 
wiſc,8&c. letvs notthinke that theſe men are ſoſim- 
leas ſome haute ſuppoſed them : for they are of 
bodie luſtie,ſtrong,and very nimble: they areave-, 
ry vnderſtanding generation, quickeof apprehen- 
fion, {uddaine in their diſpatches, ſubtile in their 
dealings,cxquiſtte in their inuentions,and induſtri- 
ous in — gh wg I ſuppoſe the world-hath no 
better maike-men with their bow and arrowes 
then they be; they will kill birds lying,fiſhes ſwim- 
ming, and beaſts running : they ſhootealfo with 
mecruailous ſtrength, they ſhot one of our men be- 
ing vnarmed quite through the bodie, and nailed 
both his armes to his bodie with one arrow : one 
of their Children alſo, about the age of 12. or 13. 
yeares,killed a bird with hisarrow in my ſight. The 
ſeruice of rhcir God is anſwerable to their life, be- 
ing performed with great feareand attention, and 
many ſtrange dumb ſhewes vſedin the ſame, ſtret. 
G 3 ching 
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ching forth thei limbes agd ſtraining their bodie, 
much like ro the counterteit women in England 
who faine themſclues bewitched, or poſkeſicd of 

ſome cuill ſpirit. vol 
They ſtand in great awe of their Qniokoſonghs 
orPrieſts; which arc ageneration of vipers euen of 
Sathans owne brood: The manner of their life is 
much like to the popiſh Hermits of our age for 
they liue alone in the woods, in houſes ſequeſtted 
trom the common courle of men, netther may any 
man bee ſuffered ro come into ther houſe or to 
ſpeake with them , but when this Pricſt doth call 
him. Hetaketh no care for his vituals, tor all ſuch 
kinde of things both bread and wager, &c. are 
brought vnto a place neere vnto his cottage and 
there are left, which hee fetcheth for his proper 
neede. If they would haue raine, or haue loſt any 
thing,they haue their recourſe to him, who contu- 
reth for them, and many times preuaileth. If they 
be licke,he is their Phyfition, if they bee wounded 
he ſucket.) them. Athis command they make warre 
and peace,neither doe they any thing of moment 
without him. I will not bee teadious in theſe 
ſtrange Narrations, when I haue more perfeQly en- 
tered into their ſecrets, you ſhall know all. Finally, 
there is a ciuill gouernement amongſt them which 
they ſtrictly oblerue,and ſhew thereby that the law 
of Nature dwelleth in them : for they haue a rude 
kinde of, Common-wealth, and rough gouerne. 
ment, wherein they both honour and obey their 
Kings, Parents, and Gouernours, both greater 
and lefle, they obſerue the limits of their owne 
+ poſſeſſions, 
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poſſeſſions, and incroach not vpon their neigh- 
bours dwellings. Murther is a capirall crime ſcarce 
heard of among them : adukery is moſt ſeuere-+ 
ly puniſhed, and (oaretheirother offences. Theſe 
ynnurtured grounds of reaſon in them, may 

ſerueto incouragevs:to inſtrutthem in the know- 
ogy of the true God, the rewarder of all righte- 

ouſneſſe, not doubting but that he that was power- 
full to faue vs by his word, when we were nothing, 
w1il be mercifull alſo to theſe ſonnes of Adam in his 
appointed rime, in whom there bee remaining fo. 
many footſteps of Gods image. Wherefore you 
wealthy men oof this world, whoſe bellies God hath 
filled with his hidden Treaſure : truſtnot in vncer- 
taineriches, neither caſt your eyes vpon them, for. 
riches raketh her to her wings as an Eagle, andfli> 


ethinto Heauen. But bee rich in good works ready 10 pyvn,}\,.. 
4:flribute or commanicate. How ſhametfully doe the 1.1im. 5. 
moſt of you either miſerably deraine,or wickedlie , © 


miſpend Gods goods, whereof hee made you his 
ſtewards? The Conetous perſon ſeekes to hide his 
talent from the good of others and himſelfe, ho- 
nouring it as his God, which ſhould be his feruant.. 
The Prodigall men of our land make haftto flinga. 
way Gods treafures,as 2 greeuous burthen which 
they deſire to be eaſed of. Some make no feruple ar 
Ir, to ſpend yearcly an hundred ponnds,two, three, 
five hundred, and much more aboin dogs}, haukes 
and hounds and ſuch ſports, which will not giuc 
fiue hundred pence to the releefe of Gods poore 
members. Others will not care to loſe two or three 
thouſand pound in a night;at Cards and Dice,and 
| ... "ya 
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yet ſuffer poore Lazarss to periſh in their ſtreets for 
want of their Charitable Almes. Yeadiucrs will hyer 
gardens at great rents, and build ſtately houſes for 
their whoores, which haue no compaſhon on the 
Fatherlefſe and widdowes. How much better were 
it for theſe ment» rememberthe afflitions of s- 
ſeph,to extend the bowels of their compaſſion to 
the poore, the fatherles, afflicted and the like, then 
to miſpend that which they mult giue a flraitc ac. 
count of at theday of iudgement ? Are not theſe 
miſcrable people heere better then hawks, hounds, 
whoresand the like? O you that ſpend ſo much on 
them, thinke it no diſhonour to your perſons,no 
impoueriſhing to your ſtate, to beſtow ſomewhat 
tothe railing vpaf Chriſtskingdome, and mainte- 
nanceof ſo holy and heauenly an action as this is, 
 Godot his goodneſle that hath giuen you abilitic 
to performc it, make you willing to help it forward 
with the beſt of your power. 

For after many daies thoa ſhalt find it.Hitherto haue 
we ſpoken of the commandement and the ſeuerall 
branches of the ſame: Now follows the reaſon of 
this Commandement which the Holy Ghoſt y- 
ſeth heere to ſtir vs vp vnto liberality, which is ta- 
ken from the reward which wee ſhall haue of our 
well-doing, for afier many daies thow ſhalt find it , the 
ſome of which reaſon is, that though God doe not 
preſently reward our well doing,but doe defer the 
requitall of it for many daies, yet thy good works 
ſhall nor periſh, but God at the appointed time, 

' ſhall abundantly recompence thy liberality. Out of 
this reaſon wee may gather two notable concluſi- 
- Os 
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ons tou the reward of liberality...Fiſt wee | 
ws Prove ang that God doth. nor al- 
waics giue & preſent reward to the good works; 


he doth for the moſt partdefer his rewards manie 
daies, ſometimes many yeares, -yea ſometimes c- 
ven till dearh it ſclfe, when heewill never ceaſe to 
reward vs according eo our works, with vnfpcakea- 
ble ioyes of bleſſed immortality. And the widdome 
of God doth thus defer his rewards for moſt ſingu- 
lar reaſons. . For if God ſhould preſently reward 
good works, who then would notbea prodigall gi- 
uer, who then would bee a faithfull giuer £ For 
whenaman is cerraine of preſent gaine he will not 
ſpare to giue abundantly, becaulc he ſeeth an ex- 
ceeding profit ready tobe put into his hands for ſo 
doing: and this would itirre vp the moſt couctous 
wretch in the world to be liberall, gaping out of 
meere couctouſneſle, after an oucr-plus of reward. 
Wherefore God hath madcthe time and conditi- 
on of his rewards doubefull,that we might not bee 
couctous of the benefit : but that he might exerciſe 
our faith, and teach vs with patience of hope to 
expctrtheappointed time of his reward. The prin- 
tpall point of perfeRt charity is, that wee giue in 
faith, whoſe true nature is to depend ypon God for

ginning 2t the Bay of Cheſapheac, and (tretching it 
clfc in Northerly Jatirude to the degrees of 39. 
and 4o. is interlined with ſeucn moſt goodly Ri- 
uers, the [caſt whereof is equall to our Riuer of 
| Thames: and all chcſe Rivers are ſo necrely ioy- 


ned,as that there is not very much diſtance of drie As r4.or 16. 
ground betweeneeither of them,and thoſe ſcuerall *<* 


maine lands are euery where watered with many 
veines or creekes of water, which ſundrie wates doe 
ouerthwart theland, and make it almoſt nauigable 
from one Riyer to the other. The commoditie 
whereofto thoſe that ſhall inhabite this land is infi- 


nite in reſpe& of the ſpeedie and cafie tranſpor. 


tance of goods from one River to the other. I can- 
not better manifeſt it vnto you, but in aduiſing you 
to conſider whither the water or land hath beene 
more beneficiall tothe Low-Conntries : but here we 
ſhall haue the commoditie both of water andland 
morereadie with lefſe charge and labour then hath 


been beſtowed by them in turning landinto Tom

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The River which wee inhabit (commonly called 
Powhatans Riuer) cbbeth and floweth 140. miles 
into t2e mainc; at the mouth whereof are the two 
Forts of Henricoand Charles : 42. miles vpward is 
the fi: ſt and mother Chriſtian towne ſeated, called 
1ames-T owne, and 70. miles beyond that vpward,is 
the new towne of Henrico built, and ſo namedin 
phe mcmorie of the Noble Prince Henry of laſting 
and blc{lid mcmorie : tenne miles beyond this 
Towneis aplace called the Fals, becauſe the River 
hath there a great deſcent falling downe betweene 
many minerzll Rocks which bee there : twelue 
milcs farthcr beyond this place is there a Chriſtall 
Rocke whercwith the Indians. doe head, many of 
theirarrowes : three dayes tourney from thence is 
thcre a rocke or ſtonie hill found, which is in the 
rop couercd all ouer with a perfeR and moſt rich 
filucr oare. Our menthat went to diſcover thoſe 
parts had but two iron pickaxes with them, and 
thoſc ſoill tempered that the points of them turned 
againe and bowed at euery ſtroake, fo that wee 
could not ſearch the entrailes of y place, yet ſome 
triall was made of that oare with good ſuccefle, 
| and argument of much horpe. Sixe daies iourney 
/ beyond this Mine a great ridge of high hils doe 
runne along the maine land, not farre from whom 

the Indians report agreat Sea doth runne, which 

we commonly call a South See, but in reſpeR ofour 

habitation is a Fe# Sea, for there the Sunne ſetteth 

from vs. The higher ground is much like vnto the 

molde of France, clay and ſand being proportio. 

nably mixed together at the top, but if wedigge 

any 
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any*depth (as wee haue done for our brids) wee 
findeit tobee redde day, full of gliſtering ſpangles. 


There bee many rockic places in all quarters; and 


more then probable likelichoods of rich Mines of 


all forts : though I knew all, yet it were not conue- = 


nient at this time that I ſhould viter all, neither 


haue we had mcarfs to ſearch for any thing as wee 


ought, moe preſent want of men, and former 
wants of prouihon for the belly. As for Iron,Steete, 
Antimonium, and Terr ſizillara, they hauerather 
offcred themſclues to our cyes and hands, then bin 
fought for of vs. The aire of the Countrey (eſpe. 
cially about Henrrc: and vpward) is very temperate 
and agreeth well with our bodies. The extremitie 


Winter ſo ſharpe as the frofts of England. The 
Spring and Harueſt are the two longeſt ſeaſons 
and moſt pleaſant, the Summer and Winter are 
both bur ſhort: The Winter is for the moſt part 
drie and faire, but the Summer watered often with 
many great and ſuiddaine ſhewers of raine ; where- 


| bythe cold of Winteris warmed, and the heate of 


Summer cookd. Many have died with vs hereto- 
_ fore thorough their owne filthinefle and want of 

bodilie comforts for ficke men; but now very few 
are ficke among vs : not aboue three perſons a- 
monegſt all the inhabitants of H-avico , I would to 
God our ſoules were no ſicker then our bodies,and 
that other of Gods bleſſings were as generall and 


common as the bodilic health. 1 haue ſeene it by 


experience,and dare boldly affirme it,that ſickneſfe 


doth more rage in England quarterly, then heere 
| 7 SY yearcly. 


of Sommer is not ſo hoat as Sparne,ndr the coldc of 


ed ed eb ron once, oC CRE RIOT 
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yearely, I doubt that hereafter when our Hoſpital 
- or Gucſt-houleis built yp,you hearc of many more 
cutoft by the {word of Iuſtixe (vnleſle the better 
pcoplebe ſent ouer) then periſhed by the dilcaſes 
of the Countrey. 

The naturall people of the Land are generallie 
ſuchas you heard of before. Ageople to be feared 
of thoſe that come vpon them withgut defenſiue = 
Armour, but otherwiſe faint-hearted (if they ſee 
their Arrowes cannot pearce) andeafietobce ſub- 
dued. Shirts of Male, or quilted cotten coates arc 
the beſt defence againſtthem. There is but one or 
two of thcir pertic Kings, that for feare of vs haue 
defired our friendſhip, and thuſc keepe good quar- 
ter with-vs being very plealant amongſt vs, and (if 
occaſion be) ſerviceable vnto vs.Our eldeſt friends 
bee Pipſco and Choapoke, who ate ourouertwhare 
neighbours at /ames-Towne,and have been friendly 
to vS in our great want. The other isthe Werewance 
of Cheſcheak,who but lately traded with vs peaceab- 
ly. It we were once the maſters of their-Countrey, 
and they floode in tcare of vs (which might with 
few hands imployed about nothing elſe, bein ſhort 
time brought to paſle) it were an cafie matter to- 
make them williugly to fortake the diuell, toem. 
| bracethefaith of Telus Chriſt, and to bebaptized. 

Beſides, you cannot ealilic iudge/how much they 
would be auaileablc to vs in our diſcouerics of the 
Conntrcy,inour buildings and plantings,and quiet 
prouiſion for our ſclues, when wee may peaccably 
paſſe from place to place without necde of armes 
or guaſde..

Beſidestheſe,fince our comming hither, wee have 
brought both Kine, Goates, and Hogges, which 

proſper well, and would multiplie exceedingly if - 
they might bee prouided for. This-Countrey bet 
ſides isrepleniſhed with birds of al forts which haue 
bin the beſt ſuſtenance ot fleſh,which our men haue- 
had _—_— came ;-alfo Eagc ls and Haukes of all 
ſorts,among(t whom are Autprech, fiſhing Hauke; 


 andtheCormoranr. The woods be eucry wheretul 


of wilde Turkics which abound, and will runne as 


LA ſwift 
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'{wiftas a Grey-hound. In winter our ficlds be full 
of Cranes, Herons, Pigeons, Partridges and Black- 
birds : the riuers and creekes bee ouer ſpread eucry 
where with watcr foule of the greateſt andleaſtſorr, 
as Swans flocks of Geele & Brants, Duck and Mal 
| lard, Sheldrakes, Dyuers, &c. beiides many other 
kinds of rare and deleRable birds, whoſe namcs and 
natures I cannot yet recite,but we wantthe means 
ro take them. The Riuers abound with Fiſh both 
{mall and great: the ſea fiſh come into our Riuers in 
March,and continue yntill the end of September: 
great ſculles of Herings come in firſt : Shads ofa 
great bigneſle, and Rock-fiſh follow them. Trouts, 
Baſe, Flounders,and other daintie fiſh come in be- 
fore the other bee gone: then come multitudes of 
greatSturgeons, wherof we catch many,and ſhould 
do more,but that we want good nets an{werableto 
the breadth and deapth of our Riuers : beſides our 
channels areſo foule in thebottome with greatlogs 
and erces, that we often break our nets vpon them 
I cannot reckon nor giue proper names to the di- 
ucrs kinds of freſh fiſh in ourriuers; I have caught 
with mine angle, Pike, Carpe,Ecle, Perchesof l1xe 
ſeuerall kindes, Crea-fiſh and the Torope or little 
Turtle,befides many ſmallerkinds. Wherfore,fince 
God hath filled the elements of earth, aire,and wa- 
ters with his creatures,good for our food and now- 
riſhment, let not the feare of ſtaruing hereafter,or 
of any great want, diſhearten your valiant minds 
from comming to a placc of ſo great plentie: if the 
Countrey were ours,and mcanes for the taking of 


them (which ſhortly I hope ſhall bee broughtto 
paſle,) 


. © ſeptimans, inthe idlekowresof one weeke,as will 
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paſle,) then all theſe ſhould be ours : we have them 
' now,but we arefain to fight for them, then ſhould 
we haue them without that trouble, Feare not thea 
to want food, but _ prouide meanes to getit 
here. We haue ſtore of wild-foule in Boglend, but 
whatare they better for them that gannot come by | 
them, wanting meanes to catch them,euen ſuch is 
and hath been our caſe heretofore. 

Buttheſeare not all the commodities which we 
may finde heere : for the earth will yeclde much 
more fruite to our induſtrious Jabours,as hath been 
oued by the Corneand other things which wee 
haue planted this laſt yeare. I haue made proofe of 
it with the helpe of three more, being a ſtranger to 
that buſines and hauing nota bodic inured to ſuch 
labour,and ſet ſo much corne, hors ſacc:finu vnine' 


ſuthce me for bread one quarter ofayeare:andone 
commodini is beſides in this corne, that from the 
time of ſetting, vnto the time of gathering, five 
moneths will abundantly ſuffice : for we ſet corne 
_ fromthebeginningot March,vntil the end of May, 

and reape or gather in Julie, Auguſt & September... 
Our Engliſh {eedsthriue very well heere, as Peaſe, 
Shin rims > ops cr omanga+ Carrets,. 
Time,Parſcley, Hyſop,Marioram, and many other 
whereofl haue taſted and caten. 

What ſhould I name vntoyou the diuers ſorts of 
Trees, ſweete woods and Phyſicall plants : the di- 
uers kinds of Oakes and Walnut-trees.
